Labor Law it the Tact that it represent* the w ill of an over­ 
whelming m ajority of the Am erican people. 
The importance of this rise* from the light it throws on what 
the President, the new National Labor Relations Board, and the 
nation's labor leaders ought to do, now that the Law has been 
enacted over the President's veto. 
W hat they ought to do is bow to the w ill of the Am erican 
people, and concentrate all their energies upon making the law 
work. 
This would be the reaction of good sportsmanship. These 
groups lost their fight. They were overruled by Congree*— and 
it would be com pletely silly to pretend that the Representatives 
and Senators were ignorant of how their constituents felt on a 
matter so long considered and so much under discussion. 
It would also be the best possible statesmanship— or politics, 
if that's the word. 
Moreover, it would also be the wisest course for those inter­ 
ested in the advancement of the "labor movement.'* 
Labor 
leaders must realize that their tactics of the past two years have 
drawn down upon them the condemnation of the great bulk of. 
the Am erican people. W hether they wish to call it bowing to 
the storm, or a sincere reformation, this em phatically is no time 
for them to stir up a series of "protests" which w ill be taken by 
the nation as proof that still sterner repressive lases are needed. 
For the labor leaders, the need for a serious effort to con­ 
duct their affairs more in line with what the public wishes is 
emphasized by another point. 
The new law, from one point of view, is an enfranchise­ 
ment— a liberation— of the rank and file of union membership. 
This is one of the most important phases— and may, in fact, 
explain the bitterness of certain "labor bosses." 
Union mem­ 
bership. for the first time in years, is in a position to seize whet 
they never should have let themselves lose— the whip-hand 
over their own officers and spokesmen.

It is unfortunate that, in their disappointment over the 
President s defeat in Congress, he and his subordinates and 
certain labor spokesmen have made predictions that sound like 
threats, 
M any observers rap e d a deliberate effort, on several fronts, 
to sabotage the new law — lo weaken it from the inside, to refuse 
to enforce it, to keep it under constant criticism before the 
public, and to try various legal tricks to evade it. 
This would be a calamity** but the wiver lining to thr cloud 
would be that those guilty would be the ones who would suffer 
the worst misfortunes, in the long run. 
W h y ? 
Sim ply because at the very least, four-fifths of the 
Am erican nation is back of the new law, and is determined 
that it shall br given a chance to operate 
Despite all the labor pressure brought to bear, despite the 
vigorous work of the W hite House lobby, and despite the fact 
that the President made his veto a party issue with a campaign 
coming up in the near future, the opponents of the bill could 
muster, on the final vote, a list of Senators representing only 
25,000,000 (Hit of the nation s 1)1,000.000 population (1040 
census figures). 
This calculation is based on giving each U. S. Senator hall 
of his state’s population as his representation. It it, if anything, 
to p h eavy in its allowance for the opposition. 
It considers 
Senator Myers, for example, as representing 5,000,000 people 
in Pennsylvania-*-**whereas the most recent election figures would 
indicate that he represents only a fourth to a third of this slste. 
The geographical distribution of the anti-veto vote is most 
interesting. O f the nine standard divisions of the United States 
recog my rd in thr U. S. census, the Truman-labor side carried 
only one— the Rocky Mountain Steles— and broke even in one 
— the Pacific Coast states. 
A ll other areas went in favor of the la b o r Bill by devastat­ 
ing majorities. 
In the New England states, with 12 Senatorial votes, only 
three supported the veto.
